TERRIBLE SLAUGHTER! 
TME ACCUSATION AND THE PROOF 


It was hardly to be expected that so 
striking and powerful a romance as Sidonie 
hould have escaped the notice of book 
publishers in this country, and we were 
not surprised that five difleront translations 
were offered to as many publishing houses. 
Ultimately, by mutual arrangement among 
these houses, it was left fur Messrs. Estes 
and Lauriat, of Boston, to bring out the work 
in bouk form. Under these peculiar cireum- 
stances, M. Daudet, the declining publishers 
and the public had a right to expect that 
the story should be presented as the author 
wrote it; Uhat there should be at least a 
faithful translation—not a 
tot. Least of all should we have jooked 
for such a literary outrage in Bostout , 

That the book has not been even fairly 
translated ; that most uuwarrantable |iber- 
ties have been taken; that almost every 
page of the book shows glaring sins of omis- 
siow and commission, is too mild a way to 
state the facta in the case. The work has 
been shamefully butchered, and the mangled 
form of what was a beautiful creation is 
presented. There were indeed too many 
imperishable maiks of genitas in the original 
to be wholly obliterated by this miscalled 
translation. The skeleton of the story ic 
there, wired together, and here and there 
Daudet's vivid thoughts encompass it; but 
the marvelous freshness of graphic descrip- 
thon, the delicate touches of character palut- 
ing, the golden thread of imagination Ubat 
veined the whole beok, are so hcpeleasly 
marred by the disastrous process of an 
allempted English rendering, that lt would 
require a fancy almost as fertile as that of 
the illustrious author to believe that such 
a production could awake the enthusiasm 
«hich has greeted the book as it came from 
Lie beilliaut pen, 

These assertions are not recklessly made ; 
the charges are too serious not to merit 
abundant proof, and unfortunately it is too 
abounding, Beginning with the opening 
chapter at the very fourth line we give the 
first specimen. Our translation says: 

« This was about the twentieth time that 
lay that Risler had sald ) e was coment and 
always with the same tender and quiet air, 
with the same slow, repressed, deep voice, 
that voice «hich restrains emotion and does 
tat dare too speak too loudly, for fear of 
br aking down all at once, in tear.” 

The condemned translation readers it:

Further on in the same chapter Daudet 
sk lifully brings out the character of rough, 
loose, witty old Gardinois, by bis uiterance 
of the following joke :
